deemed pragmatically necessary? 

Move outward from this place to the world at large 
and examine it from a comparable perspective. Are 
these places — your home, your neighborhood, your 
community, your city — places in which you take 
pride? Where in this community do you feel comfort- 
able? Or secure? Where in this world do you feel 
inspired, or awed, or even more simply, contented by 
that which surrounds you? 

These are not abstract considerations. ‘These are 
the tangible, affecting attributes of an environment 
intimately joined to the business of everyday exis- 
tence. These are the places in which we have chosen 
to live out our lives. These are the homes in which we 
amicably dwell; the offices and factories within which 
we productively work; the schools in which we pru- 
dently educate our children; and the sacred places 
where we might hope to humbly demonstrate our 
devotion to some higher spirit. These are not incon- 
sequential places. These spaces are the vessel that 
shelters the substance of our lives. 

The pragmatist would so easily — too easily — 
dismiss undue consideration of such places. Bound by 
the constrictively narrow, dangerously short-sight- 
ed credo of mere economic utility, the practically- 
minded adjudges this world by only its potential for 
hastily acquired profit, by only its propensity to yield 
an unambiguous ledger sheet of the immediately 
quantifiable, the shrewdly marketable. 

And though architecture must always remain 
accountable to such real world, pragmatically devined 
constraints, must it do so at the exclusion of all else? 

Ask yourself this: In what do you truly believe? 
What values of this life do you hold to be absolutely 
true and above reproach? What of this existence do 
you truly cherish? And, more important, how might 
you most assuredly demonstrate the conviction of 
your beliefs? 

You might speak of these convictions in a public 
forum. You might employ powerfully charged, rhetor- 
ically persuasive words of strength and resolu- 
tion. But would these words endure the passage of a 
single day? Once spoken, could they not be recanted, 
twisted or turned to some other interest or ambition? 

You might write it all down, commit these ideals to 
some seemingly lasting text, inscribed upon paper or 
parchment, or perhaps even hardened stone. But 
would such graphic pronouncements survive even a 
month of untainted existence? Could they not be mis- 
construed? Or turned to some other purpose? 

A thoughtful linguist would argue against the 
assumed perseverance of the written word, and in 
favor of the fragility of such encoded testaments. Our

How can architecture, particularly an architecture 
hose ambitions aspire to something beyond the 
ere accommodation of utilitarian necessity, com- 
and the attention of a culture still grappling to ful- 
] the most basic social and economic needs of its 
izenry? 

What, in such a context, could possibly justify 
shitecture? For the steely-eyed pragmatist, for the 
hrrowly-minded determinist, for the quickly judg- 
ental and the steadfastly rational, the answer to 
ch questions is quite simple. Nothing. Absolutely 
thing. 

By this view, architecture is only a form of exor- 
tant extravagance; an indulgence lavished upon 
orks that might otherwise expediently accom- 
odate their intended use without unwarranted 

bellishment, without unnecessary elaboration, 
ithout apology. It is a view of architecture as an 

ert, unaffecting and discrete discipline, delib- 
ately remote and consciously removed from the 
ecessary and real issues of commonplace, everyday 
1man existence. 

It is a viewpoint of ultimate and perfectly prudent 
acticality. Nevertheless, it is also a viewpoint just as 
eadfastly wrong in its fundamental assumption of 
e relationship between the true needs of indi- 
duals (and the society these individuals embody) 
d their fulfillment. 

Look up from this text for a moment and examine 
e environment that surrounds you. Are you com- 

brtable in this setting? Are you too cold or too hot? 
$ the lighting adequate to your needs or do you find 
ourself straining to read the words upon this page? 
fter a day in this place, will your muscles ache, 
rained to the limits of exhaustion? Or will you leave 
is space relaxed, unburdened and at peace with 
ourself? 

Do you truly like this place that has been made for 
ou? Or your family? Is it a place that invites casual 
onversation, debate or introspection? Is it a setting 

which you would feel comfortable displaying a 
herished memento, or exchanging some discrete 
onfidence with a colleague or loved one? 

Are you uplifted by this place? Or do you dread 
eturning to it each day, knowing its confines satisfy 
nly the barest and most pragmatic necessities of 
our daily routine? Does this place offer you a win- 
owed view to a pleasantly compelling landscape? Or 
oes it constrict your vision, narrowly binding your 


happiness be reasonably pursued without first builc 
ing a world that demonstrably sustains the realizatio 
of such ideals. 

Thomas Jefferson believed in democracy. H 
was, fortuitously, a statesman and an architect anc 
therefore, possessed particular appreciation for bot 
the instruments of governance and the necessity ¢ 
architecture. He wrote the Declaration of Indeper 
dence. He also built the magnificent, classically 
inspired capitol of the state of Virginia. The first ac 
entrusted the preservation of democracy to a pro 
foundly moving, persuasively argued constructio 
of words. ‘The second committed those same ideal 
to an equally persuasive construction of form an 
space. Jefferson understood the value — indeed, thd 
absolute necessity — of both means of expression. 

There was a time, earlier in this century, wher 
some — idealists, utopians, social engineers, politic: 
theorists and more than a few well-intended archi 
tects — believed architecture could carry the burder 
of representing society’s values by itself alone. The 
believed architecture could make people more moral 
society more just and culture more equitable. 

In retrospect, such expectations, however nobly 
motivated, were plainly unrealistic. 

But, should the evident shortcomings of utopiar 
idealism and the recognition of architecture's reason 
able limits commend only the diametrically opposed 
argument that thoughtful, responsible investments o 
our culture's resources in its built environment repre 
sent no enduring value? 

Jefferson would not embrace such a polarizec 
point of view. Nor would any other thinking, con 
cerned citizen. Architecture does not — and must 
not — stand apart from this world, either as the sol 
agency of social redemption or as an extraneous 
indulgence of only the privileged few. 

Rather, architecture is inseparable from the world 
It is an enduring foundation to which our beliefs 
might be anchored. It is the armor that defends anc 
protects our system of values, and the vessel tha 
contains all we cherish and hold dear about this life. 
Architecture is inescapably bound to the very bus 
iness of everyday existence. And that realization is 
justification enough.

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words do not (and cannot possibly) endure the pas- 
sage of time. ‘Today, text of even 100 years strikes us 
as archaic and quaint. One from 1,000 years past is, 
by present standards, virtually incomprehensible 
except among a select handful of idiosyncratic and 
insulated academic interpreters. 

What then could possibly endure as a suitable 
testament in which to invest the faith of our convic- 
tions as individuals? As a society? As а culture? 

Consider this. 

We do not question the convictions of the builders 
of the Gothic cathedral. Their faith in the glory of 
their God is, in those soaring, ethereally transcen- 
dent sanctuaries, abundantly evident. We do not 
question the ancient Greeks’ faith in the virtues 
of democracy. ‘The conviction of their belief in the 
sanctity of the individual conspicuously dwells 
within their egalitarian constructions of Athen’s 
fourth century B.C. agora. We do not misunderstand 
the ancient Egyptians’ conviction in the reality of 
the afterlife. ‘The pyramids of Giza stand as incon- 
trovolutable evidence of their unquestioned belief 
in the immortality of the soul. 

A society’s convictions are made most manifest and 
legitimate, not so much by its words and deeds, but 
by those resources it commits to the preservation of 
its values. 

Such convictions are made, not only of noble words 
and heroic acts, but of brick and mortar, concrete and 
stonc. 

And so, ask yourself this question again: In what 
do you truly believe? Do you believe in social justice? 
Yet, can you sustain such a belief without working to 
concertedly make a world in which such justice is 
manifestly evident? Must you not build a world in 
which both the advantaged and the disadvantaged are 
equitably sheltered within environments that, by 
their soundness and thoughtfulness, celebrate human 
dignity and self-esteem? 

Do you believe in the preservation of the envi- 
ronment? Should you not then demand the creation 
of a world that respects and renews and preserves the 
natural order of ecological systems? 

Do you believe in the education of children? Do 
you believe in passing the legacy of your values on to 
them without ambiguity or reservation? Must you 
not then build lasting institutions of learning that 
support the interests of children, that inspire their 
imaginations and nurture their vearning for know- 
ledge? 

Do you believe in democracy? Surely, such a belief 
cannot long endure without making concrete the 
Constitution's promise of the freedom of assembly. 
Or the right to privacy. Neither can life, liberty or

Finally, and perhaps most simply, you should mere- 
ly look around. A thoughtful, well-conceived build- 
ing is always an architect's best form of reference. 

The architect has the education, training, experi- 
ence and vision to take you through design and con- 
struction from beginning to end. Good design adds to 
the beauty and life span of your building, but it will 
also work to enhance your community and enrich 
your life. 


Qualifications Based Selection 
When a building project is initiated by an agency 
representing the public, the selection of a qualified 
design professional becomes of paramount impor- 
tance. The architect’s work in the public realm has an 
overwhelming impact on the ultimate success of 
the undertaking. Critical issues of feasibility, fiscal 
accountability, design, functional efficiency and 
imagery all hinge upon the prudent, professional 
judgment of the selected architectural designer. 
Accordingly, the means of selecting reliable, 
professionally competent design professionals for 
service in the public interest is of considerable 
importance. The quality of the services provided by 
the architect is the single most important factor in 
determining the overall construction and life cycle 
costs of a building. Qualifications Based Selec- 
tion (QBS) is an objective, flexible procedure for 
obtaining architectural, engineering, land surveying 
and other related professional design services for 
public projects. The QBS process is helpful to fre- 
quent users of design services, as well as one-time 
users with little or no past practical experience work- 
ing with design professionals. It provides owners 
with a selection process that is straightforward and 
easy to implement, is objective and fair, can be well 
documented, and is open to public scrutiny. 
Professional design services represent only a small 
percentage of the construction budget of any build- 
ing, and an even smaller proportion of its life cycle 
cost. Accordingly, it is in the best interest of the 
taxpayer to ensure only the most qualified individuals 
and firms are selected for the design of public facil- 
ities. 


ing an Architect 
may select an architect for the same reasons you 
ect any other responsible professional: commitment, 
erience and expertise. By hiring an architect to 
ign a public or private project, you will realize the 
ique contribution an architect makes to the cre- 
n of a work of architecture. 

An architect should provide and coordinate a wide 
ge of services. Architects have a broad knowledge 
lesign and construction, and can work with you on 
ariety of projects, from remodeling your house to 
ilding an office tower. An architect will also work 
ough your ideas from beginning to end, analyzing 
ts and completion time. 

Architects may practice their craft in several ways. 
architectural firm may be composed of a single 
ctitioner, a partnership or a corporation. Firms also 
e in a variety of sizes, but size may not be as impor- 
t as the firm's capabilities. Some firms have inte- 
designers, engineers and other consultants on staff; 
ers rely on collaborations with independent firms. 
When you select an architect, you should consider 
only the individual elements of a firm's compo- 
on, but their collective impact on a firm's ability to 
rform the work required. By finding an architect 
t understands your goals, you will enhance your 
ject and the design process. It is important that 
u select an architect with whom you feel both 
patible and comfortable, and with whom you are 
le to communicate. You should also understand 
role the architect plays in your design team, and 
skills and responsibilities they have in the design 
cess. 

The first step to take when selecting an architect 
о decide your goals and vision for the project. Ask 
urself what functions will be fulfilled with the 
w project. Make a list of the ideas you have, your 
dget, the project's planned location and your time 
me. Ask for recommendations from friends, rela- 
es and colleagues who have worked with an 
hitect, and have had successful and rewarding 
periences. 

Next, compile a list of possible firms for your 
ject (AIA Iowa publishes this Directory each year 
a guide to architectural firms across the state). Use 
to begin narrowing the field to a select few firms 
t meet your requirements. After you have com- 
ed a short list, call each architect and schedule an 
pointment for an interview. 

During the interview, an architectural firm should 
scribe to you their philosophy of design, the firm's 
thod of work and, where applicable, areas of 
ecialization. Ask for a list of former clients and 
ent projects, and discuss the architect's fee. You 


The Architect 

Architecture is a rich tapestry of aims, interests an 
ideals. For most architects, theirs is a profession ¢ 
examination, analysis and evaluation, described | 
most as the process of design. ‘Through this proces 
an architect creates a successful building that strikes 
balance between client interests, the community : 
large and the demands of nature. 

In an age of specialization, the architect is require 
by training and temperament to be a generalis 
Because the art of building is not a singular action, a 
architect must be able to perceive the whole picture 
and create a building that is technological, artistid 
functional and human. 

Each client has a problem to be solved. Each build 
ing, while unique in its final creation, has commo 
characteristics: to satisfy a need, to adhere to a sche 
ule and budget, and to fit within the parameters of 
site. Any project, regardless of its size and scope, has 
significant physical and economic impact on its env 
ronment and the surrounding community. 

When designing a building, an architect must n 
only consider the client's interests, but the interests 
the public at large. A building that satisfies its client 
needs and is suited to its context serves the bes 
interests of both its owner and its neighbors. 

Each building must also respond to fundament: 
characteristics of nature. Not only must gravity an 
topography be accommodated, but the architect mus 
be aware of the consequences of time. A building i 
not momentary in its existence, but is experienceq 
well into the future. 

The process of design typically begins with 
statement of program, which is a written descrip 
tion of the client's needs, goals and aspirations for 
project. It may be a simple list defining space require} 
ments or it may quantify specific ambitions, but i 
must ensure a “fit” on the intended site. The pro 
gram is the basis upon which the value of an archi 
tect’s performance is judged. 

From the program and site overview, the architec 
prepares a preliminary proposal in the stage typicall 
described as schematic design. These sketche 
suggest various options and opportunities inherent it 
the program and site, and are created through a free 
flowing exchange of concepts and ideals that clari 
the project’s fundamental objectives. Only after a pre 
ferred strategy is selected does development continue 

Next, the schematic proposal is further examinec 
at the design development stage. Construction mate: 
rials and methods are selected, planning layouts are 
refined, and increasingly reliable construction cos 
estimates are projected. In design development, the 
architect collaborates with consultants, including 


The work of the architect 


How Qualifications Based Selection Works 

Every construction project is unique, yet the 
owner often may not fully grasp the complexities 
of the project, nor recognize the variety of design 
services required to transform the generalized con- 
cept into reality. A knowledgeable and thoroughly 
qualified design professional can expertly shepherd 
an owner through the intricacies of schematic and 
developmental design. 

In the construction process, the architect serves as 
the owner’s agent, representing the owner’s interests 
in day-to-day dealing with governmental agencies, 
contractors, suppliers, equipment manufacturers 
and others providing regulatory reviews or services. It 
is crucial that the owner and architect share a pro- 
fessional relationship characterized by trust, respect 
and effective communication. 

QBS is the most widely endorsed method for 
selecting professional design consultants. In 1972, the 
U.S. Congress required all agencies of the federal 
government to use QBS for selecting design 
professionals. The law requires architects and engi- 
neers to be selected on the basis of qualifications, sub- 
ject to fair and reasonable compensation. Nearly 40 
states now mandate the use of a similar procedure. 

The QBS process usually involves the following 
steps: 

1. The owner prepares a description of the project 
to be built or problem to be solved, referred to 
as a preliminary “scope of services.” 

2. The owner invites design professionals to 
submit statements of qualifications for the 
project at hand. 

3. Statements of qualifications are evaluated and 
several individuals or firms are selected, or 
"short-listed" in the standard nomenclature, for 
further consideration. 

4. ‘The individuals or firms are then interviewed 
and ranked according to an evaluative scoring 
system. 

5. On the basis of these evaluations, the top- 
ranked professional or firm is notified of their 
selection for the project and opens discussions 
with the owner leading to agreement on a final 
scope of services culminating in a contract 
between the two parties.

‘The university offers financial assistance in the 
form of grants, scholarships, loans and part-time 
employment. Scholarship recipients are selected on 
the basis of academic merit or other demonstrated 
talent. The department also awards a number of schol- 
arships based on academic achievement. Graduate 
students are eligible for either teaching or research 
assistantships. Positions are awarded on the basis of 
merit and departmental needs. 


Undergraduate Program 

The undergraduate curriculum combines an 
intense professional course of study with a broad 
experience in general education. ‘Through the design 
studio, students explore the elements of experience 
and intention, the subject matter of building design, 
and the effects of a diverse and pluralistic cultural 
field. 

The undergraduate curriculum is composed of 
a pre-professional program (two semesters) followed 
by a professional program (four years). At the end of 
the pre-professional year, applicants are reviewed for 
admission into one of the 48 openings in the profes- 
sional program. 

The professional curriculum moves progressively 
and sequentially through the elements of the field of 
architecture: design and technology; history, theory 
and criticism; human behavior; and design commu- 
nication. Each element draws on other levels of the 
student’s learning experiences. 

From the beginning, the student is involved in 
the construction, representation and simulation of 
architecture. Extensive use is made of the design 
studio, wood shop, various computer laboratories and 
the architecture technology laboratory. A series of 
courses in architectural history and theory provide 
a broad, substantial basis for the student’s work. 
Courses in design methods and human behavior 
clarify the various ways in which buildings are pro- 
duced and used. 

The curriculum concludes with a semester-long 
diploma project, in which each student explores the 
design possibilities of a particular area of interest.

Prior to the IDP, there were few consistent ۶ 
lines for the training of an intern architect. Mere 
working in an architectural office did not necessari 
guarantee a well-rounded exposure to the divers 
aspects of professional practice. ‘The ПОР provides а 
effective framework for structuring the education 
experience of the architect-in-training. 

ПОР training encourages experience in four сац 
gories: design and construction documents, co 
struction administration, management and relat 
activities. An intern architect may obtain credite 
exposure in each category, either by direct partic 
pation, observation or simulation through suppl 
mentary education. Credit for IDP activities 
measured in "value units," each equivalent to eigl 
hours of exposure. Seven hundred value units a 
required to satisfy the training standard. Of this tot: 
two-thirds represent training minimums. ‘The balan 
may be acquired in any approved area of exposure. 

‘The intern architect’s progress in the program 
monitored by a professional sponsor, typically a reg 
istered architect in the intern’s place of employmen 
‘The sponsor provides opportunities for diversifie 
training and assesses the acceptability of the wor 
and experience gained. In addition, a profession: 
advisor, usually an architect outside the intern arch 
tect’s firm, is assigned to discuss each individual 
development and offer guidance toward the goal ¢ 
registration. ‘Together, the intern architect, sponso 
and advisor define the path of professional exper 
ence necessary to satisfy the state registration board 
internship requirements. 

Intern architects participating in the IDP ar 
required to keep accurate records of their involve 
ment in the program. For the intern to get the mos 
out of the ПЭР program, it is suggested that they star 
a file early in their work experience. This docu 
mentation of experience must be both certified b 
the intern architect's employer and acknowledged b 
the professional advisor. The record can then b 
permanently registered by establishing an ID 
Council Record through the NCARB.

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Graduate Program 

The graduate program combines a professional 
education with focused research and scholarship. ‘The 
design studio is still the organizing element, but in 
addition, the graduate studio is a place of experi- 
mentation and exploration. Students investigate the 
relationship between theory and practice, the applic- 
ability of new technologies and the changing reci- 
procities of architecture and culture. ‘The student 
also completes a thesis dedicated to a specific area of 
inquiry that demonstrates both professional compe- 
tence and a deep understanding of the discipline of 
architecture. 

‘The graduate program offers opportunities for 
both professional and post-professional study. In each 
of its three options, the program emphasizes the rela- 
tionship between professional education and archi- 
tectural research. 

The three and one-half year option is designed for 
individuals with an undergraduate degree in a subject 
other than architecture. Students explore a full range 
of architectural subjects through seminars, an inten- 
sive sequence of design studios and a thesis. The two 
year option is for individuals with a pre-profes- 
sional undergraduate major in architecture. Follow- 
ing the completion of the requisite professional 
courses, the student is expected to develop an indi- 
vidualized course of study leading to the thesis. The 
one year option is a post-professional course of study 
designed for individuals with an accredited profes- 
sional degree in architecture. It provides an oppor- 
tunity for advanced study in architectural theory and 
design, culminating in the thesis.

The Intern Development Program 

‘The Intern Development Program (IDP) was created 
in the mid-1970s by the AIA and the National Council 
of Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB) to 
establish uniform standards to aid intern architects in 
gaining comprehensive experience to prepare for 
architectural practice. The ПОР has been mandatory 
in Iowa since 1990, 

Internship is a fundamental component of archi- 
tectural education, providing a logical transition from 
academic training to professional registration. ‘The 
internship period begins after graduation and lasts for 
a minimum of three years, until the intern architect 
successfullv passes the architectural registration exam- 
ination.

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vides members with reasonable guidelines for ful- 
filling their obligations to the public, to clients and 
users, to the building industry, to the profession and 
to their professional colleagues. The code is based on 
five fundamental canons, each of which represents 
broad principles of conduct, and covers a wide range 
of pertinent issues confronting the practitioners. The 
five canons are the first tier of three statements in the 
code. Of the remaining two statements, Ethical 
Standards defines more specific goals to which mem- 
bers of the AIA should aspire in the areas of 
professional performance. The third component 
consists of Rules of Conduct, violations of which may 
become grounds for disciplinary action by the AIA. 


CANON | 

General Obligations 

Members should maintain and advance their know- 
ledge of the art and science of architecture, respect 
the body of architectural accomplishment and con- 
tribute to its growth. Learned and uncompromised 
professional judgment should take precedence over 
any other motive in the pursuit of the art and science 
of architecture. 

CANON II 

Obligations to the Public 

Members should embrace the spirit and letter of the 
law governing their professional affairs and should 
thoughtfully consider the social and environmental 
impact of their professional activities. 

CANON III 

Obligations to the Client 

Members should serve their clients competently 
and in a professional manner, and should exercise 
unprejudiced and unbiased judgment when per- 
forming all professional services. 

CANON IV 

Obligations to the Profession 

Members should uphold the integrity and dignity of 
the profession. 

CANON V 

Obligations to Colleagues 

Members should respect the rights and acknowledge 
the professional aspirations and contributions of their 
colleagues.

e lowa Architectural Examining Board 
he Iowa Architectural Examining Board's goal is to 
sure the public that those who practice architecture, 
s defined in the Architectural Practice Act (see 
elow), and/or who call themselves architects actually 
ave received the professional education, gained the 
ractical experience, passed the required examination 
nd continue their education and licensure in such a 
ay that justifies the title of “architect.” The board, 
art of the Professional Licensing and Regulation 
Division of the state of Iowa, regulates architects and 
he day-to-day practice of architecture in Iowa. It is 
omprised of five licensed architects, active for "not 
ess than five years," and two members representing 
e general public who are not required to have any 
ormal training in architecture. The members are 
ppointed by the Governor for three-year terms and 
onfirmed by the Iowa Senate. 

Individuals who wish to become registered as an 
architect" must pass all portions of the architectural 
egistration examination, which is part of a national 
gistration system for architects. Knowledge of site 
Manning, structure, environmental systems, con- 
truction methods, details and design competence is 
ested. 

The architectural registration examination is now 
dministered by computer on a year-round basis, six 
ays a week, through a network of test centers located 
hroughout the United States. Individual candidates 
re able to schedule any or all sections of the exam- 
nation through the testing service at their conve- 
hience, and sit for the examination at any location. 
"lexibility of scheduling allows candidates to take the 
xamination when they feel adequately prepared. 

The board is instructed to consider that an appli- 
ant be of "good moral character," trustworthy, 
onest and adherent to professional standards of 
onduct, but is prohibited from excluding an individ- 
ial on the basis of age, citizenship, sex, race, religion, 

arital status or national origin. The board may 
еуісуу an architect's activities when warranted by 
omplaint or inaction of the architect, and may revoke 
br suspend the license of any architect found guilty of 
nisconduct. The board also requires that any 
brganization doing business as an architectural firm is 
ctively controlled by registered architects, and 
uthorizes a corporation, partnership or sole propri- 
torship to practice architecture as a business entity. 


rofessional Ethics 

y mutual consent, members of the American 
nstitute of Architects conform to a Code of Ethics 
nd Professional Conduct. ‘The Code of Ethics pro- 


or approve any technical submissions involving th 
practice of architecture unless the technical sub 
missions have been stamped with the architect’s seal. 


Continuing Education 

Iowa is one of only a few states that currently require 
architects to complete a course of continuing educa 
tion in order to remain licensed; many other states ar 
in the process of passing enabling legislation. As 4 
requisite for membership, the American Institute о 
Architects also mandated continuing education, effec 
tive in 1997. The Architectural Examining Boar 
reviews the education programs submitted for renew 
al by each architect on a biannual basis. The boar 
does not pre-approve courses, but provides guidelines 


The Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
More than 43 million Americans with mental and/o 
physical impairments that substantially limit thei 
daily activities are protected by the Americans wit! 
Disabilities Act (ADA). As decreed by the ADA o 
1990, all buildings that serve as “places of publi 
accommodation” or “commercial facilities" must b 
accessible and usable by persons with disabilities. 
‘The ADA is divided into five sections called titles. Eacl 
title summarizes a different aspect of disability rights. 

For owners or managers of a business, it is impor 
tant to determine the responsibilities and obligation: 
presented by the ADA, both to employees and th 
general public. Compliance with the ADA need no 
represent extraordinary expense for new construction 
and accessibility features normally add up to less thar 
one percent of the construction cost. An architect car 
assist in preparing building or renovation proposal: 
that both satisfy the requirements of the ADA anc 
represent sound economic planning. Besides bein 
conversant with the law’s requirements, an architec 
can also advise small businesses how to take advantag, 
of tax benefits for the removal of architectural bar 
riers in existing construction.

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The Architectural Practice Act 

The licensing of architects in lowa is intended to 
protect the health, safety and welfare of the public. It 
is the state of Iowa that authorizes persons to assume 
the title “Architect,” and it is the state that defines 
and regulates the architectural profession by the 
Architectural Practice Act, Chapter 544A of the lowa 
Code. The act concisely defines qualifications, oblig- 
ations and responsibilities as practicing professionals. 
The act also constitutes a standard of professional 
conduct that establishes expectations of an architect 
working in the public interest, and empowers the 
state to recognize certain individuals as qualified in 
the design of certain buildings. 


Skills and Responsibilities 

While certain types of construction are exempt from 
the required participation of an architect, the design 
of most buildings for human occupancy is restricted to 
architects. The practice act defines and clarifies the 
responsibilities of the practicing architect. Following 
are several key interpretations. 

“Professional architectural services” means consul- 
tation, investigation, evaluation, programming, plan- 
ning, preliminary design and feasibility studies, 
designs, drawings, specifications, administration of 
construction contracts, observation of construction site 
progress or other services and instrument of services 
related to architecture. 

“Direct supervision and responsible charge” 
means that the architect has the exercising, directing, 
guiding and restraining power over the design of the 
building or structure and the preparation of the docu- 
ments, and exercises professional judgment in all 
matters embodied in the documents. Reviewing the 
work prepared by another person does not constitute 
“direct supervision and responsible charge” unless 
the reviewer actually exercises supervision and 
control and is in responsible charge of the work. 

“Observation of construction site progress” means 
intermittent visitation to the construction site by an 
architect or the architect’s employees for the purpose 
of general familiarity with the progress and quality 
of the construction and the general conformance of 
the construction documents and general compliance 
with the applicable building codes. Such observation 
does not imply exhaustive or continuous on-site inspec- 
tions to check the quality or quantity of construction 
work. 

‘Technical submissions prepared by the architect 
or under an architects direct supervision and respon- 


sible charge, shall be stamped with the impression of 


the architect's seal. A public official charged with the 
enforcement of the building code shall not accept 
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for various historic preservation activities (as well as 
for museum and documentary collection projects). 
Examples of activities include surveys, evaluations 
and nominations to the National Register of Historic 
Places, and the acquisition or rehabilitation of build- 
ings listed on the National Register of Historic Places. 
To find out if your group or project is eligible for an 
HRDP grant, contact the Historical Resource Devel- 
opment Program coordinator, Lavon Wickett, at 515/ 
242-6194. 

Some owners of historic buildings may qualify for 
additional financial incentives through the agency. 
One example is federal investment tax credits for 
approved, “substantial” rehabilitations of income- 
producing historic buildings. While the tax credits 
cannot be given for the cost of purchasing a qualifying 
building, the applicants’ federal income taxes are 
reduced by an amount equal to 20 percent of the cost 
of “qualified rehabilitation expenditures.” “Typical 
qualifying expenditures would be construction costs 
of a new roof, wiring, plumbing, etc. The staff serves 
as the liaison between the federal review process and 
the applicants. “Temporary property tax exemptions 
from increases in taxable valuation due to “substan- 
tial” rehabilitation (as allowed through each county 
government) is a second example of an incentive pro- 
gram for historic preservation projects. 

‘These incentive programs are available to projects 
that are consistent with the character of the historic 
building and follow the recommendations of the 
Secretary of the Interior’s “Standards for Rehabilita- 
tion and Guidelines for Rehabilitating Historic 
Buildings." The staff supplies applicants with tech- 
nical information regarding the standards, including 
window repair and weatherization techniques or win- 
dow replacements; storefront repair or replacement; 
guidance on accessibility strategies for historic struc- 
tures; and guidelines for brick/stone cleaning and 
repair. To learn more about financial incentives for

Only historic properties are eligible for historic 
preservation programs at the State Historical Society. 
In this context, a historic property is one that is listed 
on or has been evaluated by SHPO staff as eligible for 
or listed on the National Register of Historic Places. 
Any non-federally owned property or group of prop- 
erties may be nominated to the national register 
through the State Historical Society. If accepted by 
the U.S. Department of the Interior, it becomes listed 
on the national register. For information about the 
National Register of Historic Places, contact the national 
register coordinator, Beth Foster, at 515/281-4137.

In addition to being a resource to educators and 
'ommunities for information about Lowa’s rich history, 
he community programs bureau staff plays an impor- 
ant role in assisting people to identify, evaluate, reg- 
ster and protect historic properties. The staff pro- 
rides technical assistance, educational materials and 
somments on the effects of federal undertakings that 
nay impact historic properties. ‘They also administer 
"rants and incentive programs. 

Matching grants are available to local governments 
hat have SHPO-certified local historic preservation 
rograms in place. Examples of qualifying Certified 
socal Government (CLG) grant activities include 
ssisting with the cost of developing plans for reha-
